THE Virginia Legislature adjourns 
next Thursday, that being the long- 
est time allowed by law for the con- 


-tinuance of its session, and—the Vir- 


ginia editors are happy. 


MESSRS. SKINNER & QUINCEY 
having purchased the Henderson 
Tribune from Mr. J. A. HARRELL, 
have commenced the publication of 
The Register as the successor of the 
The Tribune. They pledge them- 
selves to labor for the best interests 
of the State, and we welcome them 
into the corps editorial of the State. 


THe Richmond Laquirer says that 
ex-Governor HoLDEN has been nom- 
inated for the Mayoralty of Raleigh, 
and does not wonder that Bald 
Mountain continues to grumble. A 
slight mistake, neighbor; it is his 
son JOSEPH, but we see none the less 


eause for old Bald’s internal manifes- 
tations. 


THE Memphis Appeal, a paper that, 
from its location ought to haye a 
good insight into Arkansas affairs, is 
strongly opposed to Rrooks, It says: 
“BAXTER may not have been fairly 
elected Governor, but he fairly wona 
title to the office by his wise and just 
execution of the laws. BRooks isa 
madman; acrazed zealot; a raging 
revivalist in politics and in the pul- 
pit. He is a very devil when un- 
churched, and he fell further when 


. he fell from grace into the pit of poli- 


ties than Belial when kicked out of 
heaven into kingdom-come.’’ 


THE President’s veto of the finance 
bill was received in the North and 
East with great rejoicing, in some 
places by the firing of cannon; Bos- 
ton was extremely jubilant and Wall 
street went into ecstasies. But in 
the West it was differentiy, for there, 
asin the South, the want of more 
money, whith which to transact the 
ordinary business of these sec- 
tions is most seriously felt. The 
action of the President is charac- 
terized by many of the leading 
Administration politicians in Wash- 
ington, who strongly supported the 
bill, as a false step to say the least, 
and based upon false principles. The 
friends of the bill commend the ac- 
tion as a wise and prudent one. The 
bill and the President’s message have 
been laid on the table of the Senate 
until next week, when is is possible 
the whole financial discussion will 


be reported, and this may cause Con- 
gress to remain in session until late 
in the Summer. 


THE Richmond (Va.) Dispatch 
chafes under the difficulties the 
friends of the proposed change of 
guage of the Richmond and Danville 
road find in getting through their 
desired measure, and goes fretfully 
after those who prevented the change 
of guage of the N. C. Railroad from 
Greensboro to Charlotte in order to 
conform the guage of that road with 
the Richmond and Danville line. It 
says that when the Richmond and 
Danville line succeeded in leasing 
the North Carolina road it was 
thought there was an end to trouble, 
and that the guage between Greens- 
boroand Charlotte would be changed. 
It says the injunction to prevent this 
end was not gotten out by North 
Carolinians, but by corporations of 
Virginia and other States. The Dis- 
patch then lets fly its shafts at all the 
active opponents of the Richmond 
and Danville road who seek to ob- 
struct its business by continuing the 
breaks which it encounters at either 
end in consequence of its broad guage. 
Says the Dispatch: 

“If the injunctions are removed 
they will change the guage of the 
North Carolina road, and give to 
Richmond a five-foot guage to the 
Gulf. If those who have enjoined 
this change, and who are now Oppos- 
ing the granting of the proposed au- 
thority for a change of the guage of 
the Danville road, desire in sincerity 
and in heart to promote the welfare 
of Virginia, let them take off their 
injunction.”’ 

We have no objection to the Dan- 
ville road, or Richmond, or Virginia, 
bettering their several conditions ; 
but in all the discussion arising upon 
this subject, and although North 
Carolina is materially interested in 
so far as one of her principal railroad 
lines forms a portion of the great 
through line over which the contest 


is made, we do not see that the we'- 
fare of this State, or of her railroad 
interests, are ever considered at all. 
Has North Carolina -no interest in 
the matter’ 


Tue Oxford Herald, in raising the 
name of Col. S. D. Poo for the office 
of Superintendent of Publie Instrue- 


tions, says of him: 

“Thoroughly identified with the 
best interests of the State, and fully 
qualified by former experience, he 
cannot fail, if elected, to give a new 
impetus to our educational interests, 
now, thauks to radicalism, at sucha 
low ebb.”’ 


THE Granville county Conservative 
Convention, held in Oxford on Tues- 
day, was a large and enthusiastic 
meeting. Dr. JAs. Gay presided 
over the meeting. Six delegates were 
appointed from each Township to 
represent the county in the Congres- 
sional and Judicial District Conven- 
tions to be held in this city on the 
2nd of June next. Addresses were 
made by Gen. W. R. Cox, Capt. Jos. 
J. Davis and Col. J. S. Amis. The 
deleagates were not instructed as to 
who they should vote for in the 
Congressional Convention. 


THe Philadelphia Press of last 
Sunday published a lengthy notice of 
the crewating in that city of a son 
of a physician, being a highly inter- 
esting romance, and as it struck upon 
a subject that is being largely dis- 
cussed at present, the story was tele- 
graphed abroad, generally believed, 
and the Press article largely copied. 
But it now turns out that the whole 
thing was a hoax of the first water. 
The Press says it perpetrated the 
joke, but the papers that have been 
sold by republishing the article 
think the Press was sold also, or 
that to say it was a harmless joke is 
avery poor apology for a well told 
lie. 


Caper. R. A. SHOTWELL, the Asso- 
ciate Editor of the Southern Hoe, 
has ‘‘written a piece’’ to Gov. Top 
R. CALDWELL which is somewhat 
eaustie in its nature. ‘The Governor 


was made honorary member of the. 


Platonic Society of Rutherford Col- 
lege, and aceepted. Subsequently he 
discovered that Vapt. SHOTWELL was 
honorary member of the same Socie- 
ty, whereupon he indignantly with- 
drew his membership upon the 
ground that he would not aifiliate 
with a Ku-Klux. Capt. SHOTWELL 
replies to this in a letter published in 
the Home, in which he reminds the 
Governor of some of his acts in the 
days that are past, and of some slight 
mistakes the Governor mnade a few 
years back—for instance his advising 
in-1861 the young men of the State 
“to fight to the bitter end, to hurl 
back the ruthless invader, and to 
slay the last Yankee as though he 
were a black snake,’’ and yet that he 
only did this ‘‘to get the secessionists 
kitted off.” 

And as the Governor was then say- 
ing what he did not mean, SuHor- 
WELL cannot believe the Governor is 
now inearnest, and thinks that when 
the young men comprising this Soci- 
ety shall have acquired votes, he will 
be ready to discover that he did not 
mean this action. Capt. SHorweLi 
says In conclusion : 

‘*Permit me to urge your Excellen- 
ey toabandon the League and other 
bad company, to cultivate decency 
and good manners, truth, eandor and 
self-respect, to cease to insult gentle- 
men unless you intend to give them 
satisfaction, and to endeavor to keep 
from making yourself the object of 


contempt and ridicule throughout the 
State.”’ 


The Press on the President’s 
Veto. 


The Baltimore Gazelte, alluding to 
the President’s veto of the finance 
measure, says of him: 


“Can it be that he has been warned 
by the tone and temper of the most 
influential members of his party out- 
side of politics that they are prepared 
to make the financial question thé 
great issue henceforth, and to join 
hands with all who are willing to co- 
operate with them in bringing about 
achange of administration? What- 
ever may be the cause of this aban- 
donment of the men whose pernic- 
ious course he has so often followed, 
we are disposed to accept it, and his 
renunciation of their advice in this 
matter, with the thankfulness that a 
wise and just action merits. The 
message, too, covering the veto and 
vindicating it, is a most remarkable 
document, and deserves unqualfied 
praise for the soundness of the prin- 
ciples it enunciates. It is laudable, 
moreover, for another and a very dif- 
ferent reason. It is a repuadition of 
the earlier doctrine held by General 
Grant, that the best way to secure 
the reversal of a bad law is to accept 
itand execute it rigorously. It is also 
an assurance that, so far as it lies 
within his power, good faith will be 
kept with the publie creditor and a 


wey to specie payments promo- 
ted.” 


The Jndex-Appeal, of Petersburg, 
Va., says of the veto: 


‘‘Weangur no very injuriouseftects 
from President Grant’s veto of the 
inflation bill. On the other hand, 
we consider the course he has decided 
on taking the wisest, perhaps, that 
could have been followed under all 
the circumstances of the case. And 
yet, we have been advocates of infla- 
tion as the remedy proper to be ap- 
piied to cure the financial evils under 
Which the country has groaned and 
labored since the great panic of last 
September. These positions, we take 
It, are not inconsistent. There was 
great good admittedly accomplished 
by Secretary Richardson’s secret issue 
of the reservesat the time of the panic; 
which, in the language of Harper's 
Weekly, “by the construction of a 
dubious law in favor of his own 
ower, saved the government from 
oss and the country from disaster.” 
The same beneficial results would 
have attended the application of the 
same policy{during the still prevalent 
period of stringency, if its operation 
could have gone on without impair- 
Ing the§ confidence of the moneyed 
Classes, and exciting violent agitation 
between the sections so differently 
interested. But the introduction of 
the proposition in Congress, while 
necessary of course, has been fol- 
lowed by a discussion wherein such 
threats and criminations and such 
violent arguments were exchanged, 
that the remedy which might have 


been good ifswiftly employed, has lost 
by delay and still more by agitation 
the virtue it would have undoubtedly 
first possessed. ‘The fight having 
been begun, however, the South and 
West had no alternative than to fol- 
low their logic and claims out to the 
ultima thule of their consequences ,; 
and hence they forced the proposed 
inflation, asserting their power when 
united over the power of the East 


-andof New England. And thatthe 


President has vetoed the bill, does 
not change the matter. He cannot 
undo the great victory of the com- 
bined South and West; he can at 
most only rescue from them the fruits 
of it which would not have been 
very yaluable after the detention of 
such ‘‘ perishable freight’? so long 
on its journey. Perhaps he has 
saved them from injuring themselves 
by eating of the same stale fruit 
which would have refreshed and in- 
vigorated them if eaten discreetly 
six months ago.”’ 
Says the Richmond Enquirer: 


“The President has vetoed tle 
finance bill, from which the masses 
of the [people, the business men of 
the community, and especially of the 
West and South had hoped to derive 
great advantage to all their industrial 
interests. 

‘‘ Whatever may be the reasons of 
the President for exercising the veto 
in this instance, it is evident that he 
has run counter to the wants and 
wishes of the working classes of the 
country. The money kings of the 
North are, of course, highly pleased. 
They have the satisfaction of seeing 
the great measure which they have 
so assiduously fopposed, crushed out 
by its veto after its passage by Con- 
gress. And now, with the reins in 
their own hands, they are happy 
again after their late trepidation. 
But let the people take courage, and 
work on as best they may under 
their embarrassments, the currency 
question will be a salient issue in the 
next national election.’’ 


Just as chignons are going out of 
fashion a material has been discovered 
which might be used profitably in 
their manufacture.

Governor Brooks, of Arkansas, is a 
native of Butler county, Ohio, near 
Hamilton, serving as a Methodist 
preacher in the Ohio Conference nine 
years. Thence he went to the lowa 
Conference, and was afterward elec- 
ted editor of the St. Louis Central 
Christian Advocate. He was thena 
decided anti-slavery man. He was 
presiding elder of the Arkansas Con- 
terence a short time previous to the 
coup @ ctat now convulsing the State 
of Arkansas. 


A letter from California says, this

DESPERATE AND FATAL DUEL BE- 
TWEEN TWO GIRLS.—It is related that 


two virls in the Royal tobacco factory 
at Madrid recently killed each other 
in a hand to-hand contest, The 
mode adopted by the combatants was 
as romantic as it was barbarous. The 
antagonists, who were both about 
twenty years old, and remarkably 
handsome, repaired one Sunday 
morning, accompanied by certain of 
their comrades, to a village some four 
or five miles distant, where they 
breakfasted sumptuously at different 
tables. The repast ended, they closed 
the window curtains, stripped them- 
selves to the waist, and requested 
their friends to leave the room. Then, 
at a given signal, they attacked each 
other with their navajas, and slashed 
and thrust until both fell to the floor 
mortally wounded. When a_ few 
minutes had elapsed their friends re- 
entered the room. Estefania, one of 
the combatants, had received ten 
wounds, from which she bled to death 
in about half an hour, Casilda, her 
antagonist, died somewhat sooner 
from a ghastly wound in the neck. 
An eseaped convict from the Vir- 
ginia penitentiary, who had been re- 
captured aud was being conveyed 
back to his prison, jumped through 
the ear window on the Danville road 
a few days since, whilst the train was 
moving at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour. The convict’s hands were tied 
and his feet shackled at the time. 
The train stopped and put the guard 
off. but. did not await the result of 


the search for the daring rascal.
